Too many 
potatoes are not good. 
For stock ducks lu autumn and early 
winter, an excellent ration is equal 
parts of cornmeal, wheut bran and 
boiled vegetables, with IO per cent of 
beef scrap fed morning and evening; 
at noon a little cracked corn, wheat or 
oats. When the birds begin to lay, in­ 
crease the proportion of meal and 
scrap, and add low-grade flour, mak­ 
ing a mash about as follows: 
Meal, 
one p art; bran, one part; low-grade 
flour, one p art; vegetables, one part, 
with from 12 to 15 per cent of beef 
scrap.

Prrj^r Curing of Fodder and Feeding 
Value of Cured Material Are Es­ 
sentials Often Neglected 
in Harvesting. 


Fanners should harvest their forage 
crop I at proper stage of maturity, if 
best results are desired. Several fac­ 
tor; must be taken into account. Ac­ 
cording to Farm and Home, the yield 
per acre, the proper curing of the 
fodder, and the feeding value of the 
cured material, all are essentials too 
often overlooked. 
The mixed crop, oats and peas, will j 
improve in composition, as it grows 
odder and should be allowed to stand 
as I ag as the pea vines remain fairly 
erect. In this stage of maturity, the 
flesh-forming and fat-forming constit­ 
u e n t in the fodder obtained will be 
very nearly the correct one for a well- 
balanctd ration for most animals.

CATTIE AND GRAIN MARKETS

Observations made by an rpbAutolo­ 
gist of the department of agriculture 
of the American plum borer, show that 
this insect prefers trees that are in a 
somewhat weakened condition, such as 
those partially girdled by the disease 
commonly known as collar blight or 
mechanically injured by the frost. 
Without injury of some sort to its host 
plant the borer rarely succeeds in es­ 
tablishing itself, and entirely healthy 
trees are iii little danger from its at­ 
tack. 
\Y hen a tree has suffered in­ 
jury the work of this borer may, in 
many cases, considerably shorten its 
life. 
Beginning at some scar, wound 
cr crevice, where a hark scale offers 
partial protection, the larva works its 
way back into the living tissue, in 
broad, shallow, irregular galleries just 
beneath the bark. 
It has been found 
feeding upon plum, peach, cherry. Chi­ 
ru se plum, Kieffer pear, mountain ash, 
persimmon, apple and Russian mul­ 
berry. 
I he insect is known to occur in 21 
different states as far separated as the 
District of Columbia, Arizona 
and 
W ashlngton. 
As a result of the ob- I 
serrations made by the entomologist, 
the conclusion is drawn that this borer 
will probably never become a ppst of 
more than ordinary importance except 
iii occasional isolated cases. When the 
oi (Unary precaution of cutting away 
the 
dead 
burk 
and 
painting 
the 
wounded areas is followed, this may 
be regarded as sufficient for the con­ 
trol of the borer. Where the borer has 
established itself already, the cutting- 
out method is the only oue that can be 
followed. 


SUCCESS IN BEARY GROWING 


Cultivate Often Enough to Keep Con- 
tinuous Dust Mulch on Surface to 
Conserve Moisture. 


(By J. OSCAMP.) 
Frequent and shallow tillage the 
first season is one of the secrets of 
successful berry growing. 
Cultivate 
often enough to keep a continuous 
dust mulch on the surface to conserve 
tho moisture; this will vary with the 
soil and season, from twice a week 
to once every ten days. Decrease the 
cultivated area between the rows as 
the season 
advances, 
allowing 
the 
runners to set, making a matted row 
11 to 20 inches wide. Then keep the 
runners cut. 
Of course hand hoeing 
will he necessary to keep the weeds

PLAN TO PROPAGATE GRAPES 


Make Cuttings of Current Season's 
Growth When Pruning in Fall— 
Plant Six Inches Apart. 


(By J. C. W HITTEN, Missouri College 
of Agriculture.) 
Those 
w’ho 
desire 
to 
propagate 
grapes may make cuttings of the cur­ 
rent season’s growth 
when pruning 
this fall. 
These cuttings should be 
about one foot iD length, so as to 
cover the bud at the base. 
Cuttings may be wintered in a w’ell* 
drained bed, packed in sand so they 
will not dry out and mulched so they 
will not freeze during winter. 
They should be planted six inches 
apart in nursery rows next spring, 
one foot above ground.
